DIFFICULTIES —Bro. Ramsay, the great 
North American Temperance Apostle, 
received a few days agu, an invitation, 
numerously signed by citizens of —— 
county, to deliver a temperance address 
at a certain church, about four miles 
distant from station,on the Raleigh 
& Augusta Air Line, Tuesday evening. 
Bro. Ramsay, as a matter of course, 
jumped at the proposition, and accord- 
ingly on the evening aforesaid, entered 
the train bound for his destination. 

We will. not dwell upen the happy 
and contented features of the Apostl 
countenance ashe contemplated the 
glorious reception that awaited him 
at the station; the large and 
overwhelming outpouring of the 
people that look for his coming 
/at the church ; his grand entree with a 
select committee of distinguished na- 
tives, and imposing march up the aisle 
to the pulpit, and.last but not least the 
introduction by some prominert young 
man of the county, who would doubt- 
less refer to the public acts and services 
of the distinguished orator. | 
While in this pleasant train of 
thought the whistle of the engine an- 
nounced the station that the apostle was 
to get pff at, but the reverie was only 
disturbed for the realization of the 
pleasant anticipations indulged in. 
Bro. Ramsay arose from his seat, and 
though somewhat excited, managed by 
a dextercus movement to so arrange 
the lappels of his duster, with a slight 
indentation ot his cassimere hat. as to 
present a sentimental appearance. To say 
the least his general “ get up” was on 
the careless neglige order, which we be- 
lieve is recognized now as just “the 
thing ” with present day literary celebri- 
ties. Bro. Ramsay reseated himself just 
as the cars halted atthe water tank to 
await the arrival of the committee, but 
as the committee seemed backward in 
coming in, the programme was necessa- 
rily changed and Bro. B. advanced to 
the platform, and still the committee 
were non est. 

The engine “blowed off breaks” and 
the rapidity with which the Apostle 
“made for” his carpet bag in the rear of 
the coach and his abrupt disembarka- 
tian, scmewhat disturbed the dignity 
of the occasion, but as everythifig hap- 
pens for the best, there was not a single 
soul present tu witness it. The Com 
mittee; where was it? “That’s the 
question,” thought Bro. Ramsay; he 
wus not, however, long’ in_ suspense. 
As the smoke of the departing train 
Cleared off, a man with a mule emerged 
from the bushes near by, and asked “if 
thar hain’t one of these Rolly temper- 
ance fellows around here sum’ers.” The 
Apostie replied that he had been invi- 
ted to deliver an oration on the subject 
of Temperance at Church that 
evening. “Then I rather guess you’re

News.) Though frequently admon- 
ished by his companion to “keep his 
heels outen the flanks of the critter” 
Bro. Ramsey could not help it, and the 
oft repeated kickingups’s vf the mule 
delayed the journey to his stopping 
place till the time that the speaking 
should commence. As it was only two 
miles to the church a proposition was 
made to walk over, which the Apustle 
gladly accepted thinking he could get 
some relief from the pains and aches of 
his mule back ride. 

The lateness of the hour -would not 
admit of supper, and off the party star- 
ted for the church, which was reached 
in due time, Bro. Ramsay smartly fa-

rested to a considerable extent upon the 
evidence ot two of the ringicaders im the 
robbery, Boylan and Bryant,-who turned 
State's evidence and were nol pros'd. 
From the confessions of Griffice and 
Mordecai, after their conviction and 
after they had scarcely a ray of hope 
that their lives would be spared 


by the Governor, many persons 
beleive that the condemned men 
had no murderous purpose in view 
when they went to Mr. Hick’s store, and 
meither of them struck Mr. Hicks a 
blow. The attack was made upon bim 
by the hegroes Bryantend Boylan, sod 
the extent of the prigoners’ crime con- 
sisted in being present at the time of 
the assault and robbery, and receiving 


afterwards a part of the stolen spoils. 
Obeerver says : 


“ Man rhaps, would prefer deat’ 
to Sor life in a wretched 
itenitiary at hard labor. It is ques- 
tiovable whether it isan act of mercy 
to save a man’s neck snd then doom 
him to imprisonment for life. Men of 
fine sensibilities aud elevated views of 
life would rather, no doubt, expatiate a 
atal offence in one brief hour of igao- 

- and horror than by years of con- 
tinued disgrace and misery. It is far 
better, we should think to be cast off 
violently upon the dark sea of eternity 
than to be doomed to reach it by a long 
journey characterized by nothing save 
degradation, despair, utter joylessness, 
unceasing hardship and suffering.” 
“Imprisonment for lile is a bard and 
cheerless fate, and we agree with the 
Observer that many persons would pre- 
fer death to such a punishment, In 
commuting the death sentence of the 
condemned men to imprisonment for 
life in the Penitentiary, the Governor 
has only permitted the criminals to 
breathe out the remainder of their ex- 
istence in undergoing a severe penalty 
for the atonement of their crimes. As 
the Observer says, it is questionable 
whether it is an act of mercy to save a 
man’s neck and then doom bim to im- 


ent for life. 


We believe in the enforcement of the 
criminal law. We believe in hanging, 
especially where death ensues and 
where there are no palliating circum- 
stances. Criminals who deserve the fate 
of the gallows escape too often through 
the meshes of the law. For the sake of 
society, we would be glad to see the 
Courts visit upon murderers, and other 
Offenders whose crimes are scarcely lcss 
heinous than murder, the full extent of 


the penalty prescribed by the laws. 


‘Bat we think Gov. Caldwell has acted 
properly in commuting the punishment 
of Griffice and Mordecai to imprison- 


ment for life in the Penitentiary. 


If he had pardoned them, we should 
have denounced the act as ill-advised 
and entirely improper; but as he has 
done nothing of the kind, but sen- 
tenced them to a life of hard laborin the 
State’s prison, we think he is justifiable 
in 80 doing and approve and endorse 
his action. We need not refer to the 


petition which was presented to bis Ex. 


celléncy, which was signed by a number 


of our prominent citizens of both par- 
ties and by every Minister in Ralcigh, 
becanse we take it that it is not very 
difficult to get numerous signatures to 
a petition for mercy when life is at 
stake. 

We deplorethe outrage perpetrated 
on Mr. Hicks as much as any one can. 
It was a crime for which there is no pal- 


liation or excuse. But the murderous 


wretches who are the most guilty of the 
crime are at liberty having turned State’: 
evidence. Mr. Hicks has almost recov- 
ered from the assault, and is now attend- 
ing to business. The condemned men 
were only accessories, and the Governor 
was satisfied from what has transpired 
since the trial, that Boylan and Bryan 
were the authors of the design to rob 
Hick's store, and that the defendunts 
were used as tools to consummate their 
nefarious scheme.

The Battle of Winchester. 
During General Sheridan’s stay here 
he “was conversing with a few friends 
touching bis military experiences and 
campaigns, when he said: ‘There is a 
mighty sight of romance and a great 
many interesting episodes connected 
with the war, that the historians never 
got hold of.

Well, it was a pretty 
equare fight; but do you know that bat- 
tle: was fought on the strength of infor- 
mation which I obtained from a young 
lady in the town of Winchester, and if 
theirebels had known she was yiving it 
to they would have hung her in a 
minute? Iwas very anxious to get in- 
formation of the rebel strength and 
movements, 80 as to know just when and 
where to strike them, but I did not 
know how to get it. Finally, I heard of 
a Union lady in Winchester, who could 
be relied upon if I could get word to her. 
Her name was Miss Wright. I think she 
is in the Treasury Department at 
Washington now. But the trouble was 
to communicate with her. One day I 
heard of an oid colored man, living out- 
side of my lines, who bad a pass to go 
into’ Winchester to sell vegetables. I seut 
forithé old man, and on talking with 
him found him loyal, as all the colored 
folks ~were, you know. Finding he 
could keep a secret, I asked him if he 
would undertake to deliver a letter to 
a young lady in Winchester. The old 
fellow re he would ; so I wrote a letter 
on thin tissue paper, and rolled it up in 
tin foil. It made a ball about as big as 
the end of your thumb, and I told the 
id man to put itin his mouth and 
deliver it to Miss Wright in Winchester. 
He went off, and in about two days 
came.back with an answer rolled up in 
the same piece of tin fvil. I found I 
had.struck a mighty good lead, and I 
folipmes it carefully till I got all the in- 
formation I wanted. The girl gave me 
more important information than I got 
from alljother sources, and [ plann: d . he 
battle at Winchester almost entirely on 
what I got from her. She was a nice 
girl,and true as steel.”— Indianapolis 
Jeurnal.
